Be on the lookout for any unauthorized bills addressed to 
your child, or calls from debt collectors. On request, a credit 
agency can run a manual search of the child’s Social Security

To: explain how neurons 
pass messages, Toth had the 
students line up. She stood 
at the front of the line, as if 
she were the brain, and

ers to cut timber on their 
property. 

Barrows (1872-1961) was 
the founder and longtime 
chairman of the 
Wilmington Finance 
Committee.

It 
was expected that Barrows 
would fight the proposal in 
town meeting.

Eames (1872-1950) was a 
member of an old-time 
Wilmington family. Old 
maps show many Eames 
houses along Woburn 
Street. Aldice Eames was 
a cousin to other Eameses 
in town, but his birth does 
not show in town records. 
He was sometimes 
referred to as Maj. Aldice 
Eames, although his mili- 
tary background is not

command. In this case, it 
was to tap a student on the 
shoulder. To further under- 
stand the brain, students 
made neurons out of candy 
and cookies. “They were 
waiting for it all night; they 
couldn’t wait to eat the neu- 
rons. I don’t know if any 
made it home,” Toth said. . 

Approximately 16 students 
are enrolled in the class, 
ranging from second grade 
through middle school. 

“So far this year’ we’ve 
learned about ink - we made 
ink from berries and we 


made invisible ink from 
lemons. The members even 
used a quill,” Toth said. “In 
another meeting we learned 
about flight; what keeps a 
plane in the air. Our last 
meeting had a Halloween 
theme. Using a balloon and 
static electricity we made 
paper ghosts dance. We also 
mixed baking soda, vinegar, 
and dish soap in a pumpkin. 
The chemical reaction made 
foam - lots of foam - pour out 
the jack-o-lantern's mouth. 
They loved the puking 
pumpkins.” 


Wilmington parent Deanna 
Wright appreciates how the 
class gives hands-on experi- 
ence to her children, 
Maddie, age 10, and 
Benjamin, age 7, Benjamin 
in particular has an affinity 
for science. “It’s the perfect 
extracurricular program for 
a kid who asked for a lab 
coat for Christmas when he 
was 5.” 

The program, held at the 
Shawsheen Street 
Elementary School in 
Wilmington, started mid- 
September and runs through 
June. Classes are held the 
first Thursday and the third 
Wednesday of each month, 
from 6:30 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. 
However at the students’ 
request, classes may start 
earlier in the New Year - 
adding an extra half hour to 
the curriculum. Toth 
doesn’t seem to mind this at 
all. “I think I like it as much 
as the kids do.” 

The next meeting is 
Wednesday, November 20, 
2013. The theme is Newton’s 
Third Law of Motion. “For 
every action there is an 
equal and opposite reac- 
tion,” Toth quotes. “If you: 
want to know what that 
means, you'll have to come 
on. Wednesday.”

acres from Marcus 
Gowing. . 

The sawmill operation 
was described as being 
along the “Woburn high- 
way” in Wilmington. In 
1930, Woburn Street would 
have been considered a 
highway. It was the old 
road from Boston to 
Andover, laid out about 
1672. 

In Colonial times, 
Wilmington had a few 
water-powered sawmills, 
all of which worked with a 
vertical blade. It would 
take hours, maybe days, to 
complete a cut. The 
machinery that Brayton 
brought to Wilmington in 
1930 was much more mod- 
ern. The huge. spinning 
saw, Parker wrote, cut 
through the soft pine more 
easily than your grocer 
might. slice off a slab of 
Edam cheese. 

At the time, the forests of 


Massachusetts yielded 
about a million to one and 
a half million board feet of 
lumber a year, meaning a 
square foot, one inch thick. 
The operation on Woburn 
Street apparently yielded 
about a quarter of that vol- 
ume for 1930. 

Parker described the 
scene: "Where imagination 
saw thick green of white 
pine branches clustering 
above a close-packed stand 
of tall and splendid tree 
trunks the eye now wit- 
nessed the immense clear- 


ing close beside the 
Woburn highway in 
Wilmington — _ sawmill 


thundering at its task in 
the center, as it were 
digesting more and more 
of the surrounding fringe 
of thinning trees.

47 new corrections officers honored 
at Melrose’s Soldiers and Sailors Memorial 


The Middlesex and Norfolk 
Sheriffs’ Offices celebrated 
the graduation of 47 new 
corrections officers in a cer- 
emony held Wednesday, 
November 6 at the Soldiers 
and Sailors Memorial in 
Melrose. 

The graduation capped the 
completion of the 36th 
Middlesex Sheriff’s Office 
Basic Training Academy. 
Forty-two graduates joined 
the Middlesex Sheriff’s 
Office, while five joined the 
Norfolk Sheriff’s Office. 

“The 42 men and women 
who joined the ranks of the 
Middlesex Sheriff’s Office 
today, represent the best 
and brightest from a pool 
that began with more than 
1,100 applicants, 640 of 
whom took our entrance 
exam last November,” said 
Middlesex Sheriff Peter Ae 
Koutoujian.

With these struggles in 
mind, Cimaglia has a new 
vision for Local Heroes. 

“My vision is to continue 
to raise funds to assist 
these young local heroes to 
help them reintegrate from 
military to civilian life,” 
said Cimaglia, when he sat 
down with the Crier in his 
office at the West School. 

The needs of individual 
veterans vary, from car 
repairs and help with rent 
to employment and_ sub- 
stance abuse interventions. 

Gift cards for food and 
gas are highly needed, but 
so too is help with outside 
(i.e., non-military) detoxifi- 
cation and counseling serv- 
ices. Rates of substance 
abuse and depression are 
alarming among today’s 
population of veterans. 

Studies indicate that rates 
of PTSD and depression 
among Iraq and 
Afghanistan veterans are

greater for these conflicts 
than other wars. Further, 
fifty percent of those with 
PTSD seek treatment, and 
of those that do, only half 
get “minimally adequate” 
treatment, according to a 
RAND study. 

So, Cimaglia aims to help 
local veterans get the help 
they need in big and little 
ways so that they can get to 
a sense of normality. 

Local Heroes is accepting 
food and gas cards, general 
gift cards, and grocery 
store gift cards as well as 
monetary donations to help 
with rent, outside detoxifi- 
cation, transportation, car 
repairs, and more. 

For some veterans, the 
job search is complicated 
by the fact that hiring man- 
agers don’t often know how 
military experience trans- 
lates into joh skills, says

There's way too much 
going on in "Thor: The Dark 
World," which is immediately 
clear when it opens with 
amonologue by Thor's dad 
(Anthony Hopkins), which 
would probably be important 
if you could manage to pay 
attention to it. That's followed 
by a battle between two sets 
of warriors we haven't met, 
followed by another battle 
between two sets of warriors 
we've barely met. 

It almost: feels like the 
opening of "The Dark World" 
is giving itself a handicap, but 
luckily, it hits its stride right 
after that. There's an amus- 
ing nod to "The Avengers," 
Hiddleston's witty Loki is 
given plenty to do and the 
movie gets a lot of mileage 
out of the quibbling rivalry 
between Loki and Thor. 

"The Dark World" keeps us 
off-balance about Loki's 
intentions because we're not 
sure if he's a bad guy pretend- 
ing to be good or a good guy 
who was pretending to be bad 
but has now decided to be 
good.

Director Alan Taylor, a TV 
veteran, has difficulty making 
sense of "The Dark World's" 
murky script, but he has so 


many compelling actors on’ 
board that whenever the sto-. 


rytelling starts to bog down, 
he can cut to a line from 
Dennings, or Skarsgard 
cavorting with his pants off, 
or Portman socking someone 
in the jaw or Rene Russo -(as 
Thor's mom) cleverly demon- 
strating that she taught her 
son a thing or two about 
roughing up bad guys. 

Oh, there's plenty of world- 
destroying action in "The 
Dark World," but as Thor 
demonstrates when he hangs 
up that hammer, it's the rare 
superhero movie that is more 
fun when it's not being super- 
heroic.

- Pumpkin seeds: 
Researchers at the United 
States Agricultural Research 
Service found that people with 
magnesium deficiencies 
required more oxygen uptake 
during physical activity, 
which then brought on fatigue. 
Snacking on magnesium-rich 
foods, such as pumpkin seeds, 
will provide the body with the 
recommended daily allowance 
of magnesium. Aim for 310 mg 
of magnesium for women and 
400 mg for men. 


*Lean proteins: When 
enjoying proteins, opt for lean- 
er meats and seafood that can 
be quickly digested by the 
body. Red meats marbled in 
fat require more energy to 
digest. 


* Yogurt: The soft texture 
of yogurt makes it easily 
digestible by the body, provid- 
ing a quick source of energy. 
But unlike other foods, yogurt 
has a good ratio of protein to 
carbohydrates, making it a 
long-lasting energy source. 
Yogurt also contains a bevy of 
healthy probiotics that pro- 
mote healthy bacteria in the 
digestive tract while eliminat- 
ing harmful bacteria. Recent 
research from the University 
of Toronto suggests that probi- 
otics can help ease symptoms 
of chronic fatigue syndrome, 
among other conditions.

She also provides a support network for residents and their loved ones, 
screens residents at her facility, develops programming for their day-to-day pro- 
gram, oversees the dementia education of the staff in her neighborhood, consults on 
the appropriateness of the environment to ensure it is dementia-friendly, and assists 
with the marketing and community relations of the facility.

She got started with Sen. Markey by winning a couple of state advocacy awards 
when the Senator was a State Representative in the Massachusetts House.

With 
Wingate, Plummer started as a physical therapist at a skilled nursing facility in 
Medford. Following her grandmother’s diagnosis, she switched careers. 

“I (pursued a career in Alzheimer’s) because I felt that these individuals needed 
an advocate,” she stated. 

Recently, Plummer went to Capital Hill to attend the National Alzheimer’s 
Advocacy Forum where advocates meet with their respective legislators to stress the 
importance of passing certain bills related to Alzheimer’s care, such as the National 
Alzheimer’s Project Act.

One of the major symptoms of Alzheimer’s Disease, according to the Alzheimer’s 
Association, is difficulty remembering newly learned information. The disease first 
affects the parts of the brain responsible for learning. As it advances, the disease 
leads to increasingly more severe symptoms such as disorientation, mood and behav- 
ior changes, deepening confusion about events, time and place, unfounded suspicions . 
about family, friends and professional caregivers, more serious memory loss and 
behavior changes, and difficulty speaking, swallowing and walking. 

A major concern is that people with Alzheimer’s often don’t know they have it. 
Signs may be more visible to family and friends. 

The National Institute on Aging estimates that 5.1 million Americans have the dis- 
ease. According to the NIA, the disease is named after Dr. Alois Alzheimer who, in 
1906, noticed changes in the brain tissue of a woman who had died of an unusual 
mental illness. Her symptoms included memory loss, language problems and ynpre- 
dictable behavior. When Dr. Alzheimer examined her brain, he noticed many “abnor- 
mal clumps” (now called amyloid plaques) and tangled bundles of fibers (now called 
neurofibrillary tangles).: 

Though they know the symptoms, scientists don’t know what causes the diseasé 
However, it’s become clear that it develops because of a complex series of events that 
take place i in the brain over a long period of time. Scientists believe that causes are 
related to genetics, environment and lifestyle factors. 

To diagnose the disease, a doctor may ask questions about overall health, past 
medical problems, changes in behavior, and the ability to carry out daily activities; 

conduct tests of memory, problem solving and language; carry out urine and blood 
tests; and perform brain scans such as a CT or MRI. 

If you suspect a family member or friend has Alzheimer’s Disease, it’s best 
speak with a doctor as soon as possible. As Plummer noted, early detection is the 
best way to combat the disease and see that the patient 1 receives a better i a 


life.

cooperation between buyer 
and seller to find a middle 
ground. The buyer may have 
to make some concessions, as 
will the seller. Ultimately, it is 
this cooperation that often 
determines if the sale goes 
through or is terminated. 

Before any negotiations 
can begin regarding repairs, it 
is adviseable for a buyer to 
have an independent inspector 
come out and look over the 
home and property. Most real 
estate agents will suggest this 
be done as a first priority - 
even before a contract is 
entered on the home. An 
inspection will unveil any 
potential problems in a home 
and indicate things that the 
buyer may not be aware of, 
including items that do not 
meet with code or could be 
unsafe. An inspector also may 
point out problems that could 
cause a mortgage lender to 
give pause. This may mean 
the lender will deem problems 
unsafe and refuse to fund the 
mortgage until repairs are 
made, 

A copy of this inspection 
report should be sent to the 
home seller to review with his 
or her attorney and real estate 
agent. The buyer working 
with his own real estate attor- 
ney and agent can petition for 
certain repairs to be made. 
Many sellers will make such 
repairs to ensure the purchase 
goes through, or they will 
accept a lower purchase price 
to compensate for the needed 
repairs, which the buyer will 
then make. Buyers might want 
to hire a good real estate 
attorney to write clauses into
